“Johann Salvator, as the alleged 
Archduke, always has been known since 
he left the court of Vienna, was mar- 


ried in London and he and his wife} 


afterwards sailed for South America 
in the Santa Margarita, a schooner he 
chartered. It always has been believed 
that the Archduke lést his life when 
the schooner sank off the coast of 
Chili 


According to the story. of the Paines- 
willie machinist, he and his beautiful 
Wife were not’ aboard the ship, as was 

thought. They went ashore at 
tee Osavana, a small port on the Rio de 
Za Plata. It was planned that they 
should meet the ship at Valparaiso, but 
the craft sank en route. 

Wife Killed in Eruption. 

The romantic couple drifted all over 
the world, finally taking up a plantation 
on the.isiand of Martinique. When the 
first rumblings of Mount Pelee gave 
warning of the catastrophe which fol- 
Jowed soon after, Johan Salator went 
~ hurriedly to the city to arrange to get 
«his family away. 

‘The warning had come too kte, how- 
ever. His wife and their two children 
were killed. Salvator, according to the 
Journal story, was rescued by a French 
gunboat and came to the United States.

OFTHE JUROR 


Defendant’s Attorney Expects 
a Mistrial Through Inability 
to Agree. 











FLUSHING, L. I., May 11.—The case 
of Peter C. Hains Jr., charged with the 
murder of William E. Annis, went to 
the jury at 12:6 p. m. today. 

District Attorney George A. Gregg con- 
cluded his argumént at 10:30 a. m., aft- 
er which came the charge of Justice 
Garretson. 

Gen. Hains and Mrs. Hains, the de- 
fendant’s parents, came into court soon 
after Mr. Gregg resumed his remarks. 
-hey did not greet the prisoner, but 
took their seats near the table at which 
he sat. 

Mr, McIntyre said after the jury re- 
tired that he had creditable informa- 
tion that two of the jurors were op- 
posed to a defense of insanity and 
would not vote for acquittal on that 
ground. The lawyer said he had re- 
ceived communications from friends of 
these two jurors to the‘effect that they 
had frequently expressed themselves be- 
fore the trial as opposing the idea of 
Capt. Hains’ insanity at the time of the 
shooting. This information. had been 
confirmed, Mr, McIntyre said: 

“I believe the jury will remain out 24 
hours and then be discharged on ac- 
count of their inabivity to reach a ver- 
dict,"" Mr. McIntyre said. 

In the event of Capt. Hains’ acquittal 
on the grounds of insanity at the time 
he shot and killed Anrils at the Bay 
Side Yacht Club last August, the ques- 
tion of his present mental state will 
arise. Mr. Mcintyre has not hesitated 
to say that he believes his client is in- 
sane at the présent time. Should Justice 
Garretson share this belief he may issue 
an order for the defendant # be con- 
fined in a State institution for the in- 
sane until he is pronounced cured.

Loan on Property Already 
Badly Encumbered.

Partner of One of the Missing 
Men Explains Disputed 
Transaction. 


tUnsuecessful efforts to find Henry J. 


Bogard, young real estate operator, who: 


disappeared six week after his uncle.. 
John J. Bogard, was reported missing, 
has resulted in the preparation of two 
suits against the real estate firm of 
Bogard & Stoltz. ' 

Henry Ittel, a retired barber, living at 
3488 South Jefferson avenue, has re- 


tained Attorney F. W. Imsiepen to rep- 
resent him in an effort to recover $2900. 
Attorney Bernard Greensfelder repre- 
sents an out-of-town client, whose name 


he refuses to give, but who he says has 


a claim of $2000. 
Bogard Asked for Loan, 

According to Ittel and Attorney Im- 
siepen, Henry J. Bogard, about April 
17, 1909, asked Ittel to loan him $2000 on 
property at 3520 Sidney street, --which 
was Bogard’s home. 

“Bogard told me there was an indebt- 
edness of $1500 on the property,’ said 
Ittel, “‘but he assured me this would 
be lifted as soon as the deed of trust 
evidencing my loan, was recorded. 

“I did not know very much about 
young Bogard, so’ I called on Mr. 
Stoltz. and asked him if it would. be a 
good loan. Stoltz told me he thought 
it would, and I gave him a check for 
$2000 on the South Side Bank. I did not 
receive a deed of trust, promissory notes 
nor even a receipt for my money. 

“Stoltz told me a few days later he 
had turned the money over to’ young 
Bogard and I soon found that Bogard 
had left’ immediately after getting the 
money. He has not been back since 
that time. My deed of trust was placed 
on record, but there was no record of 
the $:500 debt having been lifted. 

“My attorney has since found there 
was an indebtedness of $8000 on the prop- 
erty. At the most it is worth only $4500 
or $6000."’ 

Stoltz, who has.closed the ‘Bogard & 
Stoltz office on Chestnut street, now 
has an office in the Euclid Building at 
McPherson and Euclid avenues. 


Abstract Was Furnished, 

“At my request,” said Stoltz, ‘“‘Henry 
brought me a memorandum of an ab- 
stract of the property. This showed an 
indebtedness of $1500 on it. I had him 
get the abstractor on the telephone and 
I talked to him about it. He gave me 
the same information over the telephone 
that Henry had given me. 

“T then turned the check over to 
Henry and I understand he had it 
cashed. He telephoned me to have the 
deed of trust recorded. I did so. The 
next day I discovered that the former 
debt had not been lifted. I immediately 
called up the Bogard home and was 
told Henry had gone to Jefferson (ity 
the night before to yisit his father. I 
called up his father and found that 
Henry was not in Jefferson City. 

“I then communicated with the ab- 
stractor, who, Henry had said, made 
the abstract he had given me. This 
man informed me he had not made an 
abstract for Henry and had not talked 
with me over the telephone. He made 
an abstract at my request. This shows 
that, including the Ittel deed of trust, 
there is an indebtedness of $12,000 on 
the property. It is worth about $4500. 


Many Loans on Property. 


“This abstract shows the following in- 
debtedness of record: Christian H. Prior, 
$3500, June 25, 1907; W. BE. Dearth, $2000, 
May 3%, 19%; Louis Bogard, trustee, 
$2500, Oct. 15, 1908: Henry Ittel, $2000, 
April 19, 1909, and Louis Bogard, trus- 
tee, $2000, April 19, 1909. 

“Louls Bogard is a brother of Henry. 

“Mr. Ittel was even better acquaint- 
ed with the family than I was, and if 
he thought there was any reason for 
suspecting. Heary, he should have told 
me."’ 

Wite Now With Father. 
_ ‘Mrs, Hattie Bogard, wife of Henry 
Bogard, has left the home on Sidney 
street and is now living with her fa- 
ther, William P. Nicholson, at 3757 Cook 
avenue, 

“Henry left April 19,” said Mr. Nich- 
olson. “He said he was going to Jef- 
ferson City to see his father, and that 
then he would be away for three or 
four months on business. He ‘told his 
wife aot to worry if he did not write 
to her. 

“He left her a lttle money, but not 

very much. I know nothing about his 
business affairs." 

Henry Bogard has a son 8 months old.

The adjustment of the estate of the 
late Col. Edward P. Hodsdon of 4910 
Fountain avenue, who died recently at 
the age of 71 years, has revealed a re- 
markable matrimonial entanglement. 

His first wife, Mrs. Emma B. Hodsdon 
of Centerville, N. H., learned only after 
his death that he was divorced in St. 
Louis without notice to her in 1892, and 


that he was since twice married, 
Through affectionate letters she re- 


ceived up to the time of his death she 


believed she was his wife. 

The third wife is Mrs. Kate Hodsdon 
of 4910 Fountain avenue, and she is 
claiming his estate. 

Mrs. Hodsdon of New Hampshire re- 
ceived a letter in which’ he referred 
to her as “my dear wife’ not more than 
a. month beture his death which oc- 
curred at Joplin, Mo., April 29. 

The first she knew of another wife 
was when Mrs. Kate Hodsdon sent a 
telegram to Dr. Erwin W. Hodsdon, a 
son at Centerville, notifying him of his 
father’s death. 

Dr. Hodsdon came to St. Louis to 
make an investigation and claim his 
father’s estate. When he arrived he 
found that Mrs. Kate Hodsdon was 
claiming the estate under her marriage 
which took place in March, 1907. 

Since he came to St. Louis, Dr. Hods- 
don found that his father sued‘ for di- 
vorce, Jan. 13, 1892, and alleged that he 
did not know the whereabouts of his 
wife. : 

Second Wife Died. 


The service was by publication, and 
the divorce was granted in June, 1892. 
The first Mrs. Hodsdon will contest the 
diverce as illegal because her husband 
was corresponding with her at the time 
it was granted, and all the time knew 
where she was living, 

Soon after obtaining Ke divorce Col. 
Hodsdon was married to Mrs. Martella 
Hodsdon, who died in 190%. The first 
wife knew nothing of the second and 
third wives until the investigation was 
started after Col. Hodsdon’s death. 

Col. Hodsdon was a traveling sales- 
man for the Sanders Duck and Rubber 
Co. and he aiso held stock in the com- 
pany. 

He came here from New Hampshire 
in 1887 and lived -here with the first 
Mrs. Hodsdon until 1884. He then ob- 
tained a position as travéling salesman 
and sent his wife and children back to 
New Hampshire. 

He continued to send his wife money 
regularly until he obtained the divorce. 
After that he stated in his letters to 
his wife and son that he was investing 
in Missouri lands and could not spare 
any money. 

Mrs. Emma B. Hodsdon, living back 
in New Hamoshire with her son, was 
led by Col. Hodsdon to believe all the 
time that she was still his legal wife, 
and she will base her claim to the 
estate upon the ground that the di- 
vorce was illegal and that the two sub- 
sequent marriages were bigamous. 

Son Employs Lawyer. 

When he got to St. Louis and learned 
the remarkable state of: affairs Dr. 
Hodsdon employed Walter H. Noh! as 
attorney to help him straighten out the 
tangle. Mrs. Kate Hodsdon has also 
employed Attorneys Theodore C. Eggers 
and Harmon J. Bliss to represent her 
in the contest for the estate. 

According to Dr. Hodsdon many . of 
his father’s papers are missing. He 
has not been able, he says, to find two 
insurance policies, one for $2000 and an- 
other for $2000, nor deeds to lands owned 
by Col. Hodsdon at Joplin, Mbd., and in 
Grant County, Nebraska. The dead to 
the home at 491) Fountain avenve and 
certificates of stock in the Sanders 
Duck and Rubber Co. are also missing. 

Dr. Hodsdon suys his father and 
mother were married at Rochester, N. 
H., Jan. 28, 1892, and that their married 
life was apparently happy.

Post-Dispatch reporters Tuesday 
solved the mystery of the parentage 
of Mrs. Alice Hill Ault of Denver, Colo., 
who was given to, or abducted by gyp- 
sies in infancy and who believes she 
is a granddaughter of Britton A. Hill, 
who was a wealthy and noted St. Louis 
lawyer 40 years ago. 

The Post-Dispatch investigation estab- 
lishes the fact that Mrs. Ault fs the 
daughter of a man who was known in 
his youth as John Wrylie, son] of 
Britton A. Hill’s washerwoman, but 
who afterwards called himself Joha 
Hill, posing as a natural son of Mr. Hill. 

John Wyle or Hill left St.. Louis when 
he was a young man and married a 
woman in Nebraska, who afterwards 
deserted him, taking a baby girl with 
her. This girl is now Mrs. Alice Hill 
Ault, the Denver claimant. 

Mrs. Ault’s earliest recollections are 
of her life with gypsies and all she has 
heard of her parentage has been from 
the wanderers with whom she lived 
till her escape. 


Dr, W. P. Hills Statement. 

Dr. Willlam Preston Hill of 7420 Ethel 
avenue, son of Britton A. Hill, made 
the following statement to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Tuesday: 

“When this woman in the West first 
told hér story I did not see any reason 
for going into the family history be- 
cause I do not know that she is a de- 
scendant of my father, although she 
may be. But these are the facts in the 
matter as far as I know them. 

“In the early 50's a woman by the 
name of Mrs. John Wylie took in wash- 
ing hete in St. Louis. My father, among 
others, was one of her customers. She 
was living with her husband at the time 
and apparently happily married to him. 

“When the gold craze started her hus- 
band left her and went out West. Three 
months after he left, a boy was born to 
her. He was baptized in the old Cathe- 
dral as John Wylie. This is the boy who 
afterwards posed as John Hill. Why he 
should do so I cannot understand be- 
cause his mother had been living with 
her husband, John Wrylie, but three 
months before. However, ag the saying 
goes, it is a wise child that knows its 
own father. 

“Whether he was the son of John 
Wylie or uxnother person, the boy was 
reared as John Wylie until Mrs. Wylie, 
believing her husband dead, married a 
man named Patrick, and her son took 
the name of Patrick.

Owners Must Rent to Families 
- With Children, Says 
Adopted Measure. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, May 11.—Baby- 
less flats in Illinois cease with the pass- 
age of a bill by the ~Legislature this 
morning, compelling owners of apart- 
ment houses to rent to families having 
children under 14 years old. The meas- 
ure was offered by Representative Frank 
MeNichols of Chicago. 

The act was sanctioned by mothers’ 
clubs of the State and went through 
the House without opposition. 

A sort of a trust is said to exist in 
many parts of the State by which fami- 
ltes having infant children are excluded 
from apartment houses and flats. As a 
result, it is claimed, families in Chicago 
and other large cities have experienced 
great difficulty in obtaining places to 
live. \ 

Discussed by Mothers’ Ciuhs. 

The question was discussed by moth- 
ers' clubs, and finally Representative 
McNichols consented to prepare and of- 
fer a bill making it a misdemeanor to 
bar families because of the presence of 
babies. 

Letters from mothers have been re- 
ceived by the assemblymen urging them 
to support the measure, and its passage 
came without opposition. 

Two white slave bills were passed by 
the House today. One measure makes 
it a felony to engage in white slavery, 
and the other provides that in cases 
where a man lives from the wage of 
sinning, either he or/the woman whom 
he claims to be his wife, can testify 
when criminal cases are commenced.

Watchman “Thought Sera’ 
of Years Were. Imperiled, 
Used Revolver to Die. 


Frank Lund, 55 Years Old, 
Made Sure of Death in 
Sequestered Spot. 


, After working 10 years-as a night 
watchman for the Brown Shoe Co., 
saving his money and fricreasing it by 
building small dwellings and selling 
them at a profit, Frank Lund. killed 
himself Monday afternoon because he 
feared he had ventured rashly in erect- 
ing a new house and. would lose his’ 
little fortune. . 

Lund was 5 years old.and lived at 
4258 Wyoming street. , Monday he told 
his wife he was going downtown. Mrs. 


Lund heard no more of him wmftil the 
news of his déath reached “— Monday 
night. 

The body was out in a edu clump 
of woods near Oak Hill and Gravois 
avenues. Dogs belonging to two men 
who were hunting in the vicinity dis- 
covered the body and attracted the at- 
tention of the men. 

There was a bullet hole in the right 
temple, Beside the body lay a revolver 
and ,a small mirror. : 
that Lund had used the mirror to make 
his aim accurate in firing the fatal 
shot. 

Lund ‘was a reticent man. He had 
worked steadily for many years, living 
frugally and laying by such money as 
he could save. A few years ago he saw 
the need for small dwelling houses in 
his section of the city. Families to 
whom life in flats had become distaste- 
ful were demanding small houses with- 
in their means. Lund studied the Hrop- 
osition carefully and ventured to build. 
He bought lots and put up two small 
residences, which he sold at a profit. 

New House Worried Him. 

“My husband never said much to me 
about his money matters,” said Mrs. 
Lund to the Post-Dispatch, ‘“‘but I knew 
in @ general way that he had saved 
up considerable money. It may have 
been $6000, including what he had made 
on his houses, — 

“He was building another house, a 
one-story brick dwelling, at Bent ave- 
nue and Wyoming street. This 
was to cost about $3000. Three weeks 
ago Mr. Lurd borrowed $1500 on the 
property, giving a deed of trust. 
seemed worried for fear that he would 
be unable to pay the contractor and 
might get so involved that he would 
lose his investments, Though he said 
hitule, I think this was what caused him 
to take his life.’’ 

Lund seems to have planned ‘his death 
with a view to keeping his fate a 
secret as long as possible. The section 
of the city where he shot himself is 
wild woodiand, seldom visited. The po- 
lice say that but for the fact that the 
dogs ran through the underbrush and 
barked furiously when they came to 
the dead man his body might not have 
been found for many months.

I take exception to the letter published in your pa- 
per signed “Lookeron.”” From an econonfic point ot 
view I think his logic is false. State-wide prohibition 
may displace several hundred workingmen, but, if 
that is “‘the peculiarly immoral aspect of it,”’ what 
immoral creatures the cotton gin, trip hammer and 
threshing machine must be. But let us note a few 
statistics: Each $100 spent over the bar for whisky 
represents approximately $9 labor; the same amount 
spent for beer represents $16 labor, or each $100 spent 
in the saloon represents $14 labor, or will employ 
one man one week. Now $100 spent for furniture rep- 
resents near $65 labor, or will employ one man one 
month; the same amount spent for shoes or clothing 
represents $47 labor, or will employ one man 26 days. 
Now, in the event of State-wide prohibition, if hattf 
the money spent for Hquor would be spent for furni- 
ture and clothing, it would require twice that many 
men to make this additional amount of useful) arti- 
cles as it would to make the entire amount of liquor 
consumed in the State; or, in other words, for each 
man displaced in the brewery business two men 
would be required in other vocations.

NEW IDEAS IN INSURANCE. 
From today’s New York World. 

The St. Louis National Baseball Club, 
adopting a business policy which is be- 
coming general, has indemnified itself 
against the loss of a catcher in whom 
it has invested $60,000 by insuring his 
life for that amount. As a similar pre- 
caution a New York firm of theatrical 
managers has insured an actor in its em- 
ploy for $25,000. Pianists and violinists 
insure their fingers, and in England 
Lloyds issues policies guaranteeing the 
insured against decrease of income un- 
der the provisions of the new isis: 
budget. 

The advantages of this densmmareia use 
of insurance are obvious. Why should 
it not be tried by municipalities as @ pro- 
tection against loss due to the incom- 
petence of public officials? Why not in- 
sure mayors, di t attorneys and bor- 
ough presidents during their term of 
office under policies payable on failure 
to keep campaign promises or on proof 
of extravagance or incapacity?
